New York, March 20. — Among the 


smouldering ruins of the Windsor ho- 
tel, 400 men are at work searching for 
the bodies of those who are thought 
to have perished in. the flames, and to 
recover any valuables that might have 
escaped destruction. 


The efforts of the searchers are 


desperate, however, as the ruins are too 
hot to permit much progress, and the 
smoke arising from the' burning mater- 
ial was rendered rriore dense by tlie 
dampness oi: the atmosphere. At in- 
tervals flames burst forth from the 
burning embers and drove back the 
workmen. 


Work was begun, to demolish the 


fragmentary portions of walls on the 
east and north sides o£ the burnei 
building and later t"ie number of work- 
ers was reinforce* 
and the work o: 


removing the rubbish pushed as vig 
orously as was practicable. Two chim- 
neys, each 85 feet high, were 
dyna- 


mited. The explosion wrecked a num- 
.ber of plate glass windows and doors 
in. nearby residences. 


The wind blew over a section ot a 


six story wall. It crashed through, tbe 
roof of the neighboring dwelling, but 
no one was hurt. A large force of men 
are at work on what was' tho main 
entrance to the hotel. It was expect- 
ed that bodies would first be found 
there. A large amount of small arti- 
cles, principally the personal property 
of guests, was found. 


The hospital reports' as to the injured 


are most "favorable. 
Most of the pa- 


tients are improving. Some of them 
were able to leave the hospitals and 
others were discharged. A few are in 
a precarious condition.

Idar hurried to the 
scene, and when they attempted to ar- 
rest the leaders of the disturbers, they 
were assaulted with stones and fired 
upon. Idar was knocked down and 
severely beaten about the head before 
he could be rescued. One of the rioters 
was shot, but aided by his friends, 
managed to escape. 
About 20 shots 


were fired,_, a dozen arrests made and 
the mob dispersed. 


The health officers 
resumed their 


work, but -were soon met by another 
tnob of 500 or GOO Mexicans, many of 
Uiem armed. 
As they could not con- 


tend with this force the health officers 
desisted and Dr; Blunt opened tele- 
graphic communication -with Governor 
Sayres. As a result he^was instructed 
to call on the United- States military 
authorities at Fort Mclntosh for as- 
sistance. The Mexicans are much ex- 
cited and express contempt for the 
negro United States soldiers.

$2,500 in jewelry often came to see 
us. For three years I worked [alone, 
the nearest white person by being 
five miles away. Ceylon abounds in 
snakes. It was an everyday occur- 
rence to chase immense rattle snakes, 
eight to ten feet long, out of our 
house.

Tbe Power of Lyddite. 


It is a very difficult problem to ascer- 


tain the numerical superiority of lyd- 
dite ovel other explosives. It is certain- 
ly six times more powerful than nitro- 
glycerin, which in turn is at least eight 
times more powerful than the same 
weight of gunpowder. Further, all ex- 
perience shows that-its effects are spread 
over a much greater area than in the 
case of nitroglycerin or dynamite, 
ivhich are intensely local in their ac- 
tion. It has been frequently erroneous- 
ly stated that lyddite or melinite may 
be used as a substitute for cordite or 
gnnpowder in propelling a projectile.

General Wheaton immediately rein-

The post had held 
the enemy in check, and the fire of the 
reinforcing companies repulsed them, 
driying them across to an island form- 
ed hy the estuary. .They were thus in 
front of the Twenty-second regulars. 


On discovering that they were en- 


trapped the rebels fought desperately, 
aided materially by the jungle and the 
darkness, but they were completely 
routed, with heavy loss, after two 
hours of lighting. The Americans'lost 
two killed and 20 wounded; among the 
latter Lieutenant Frank Jones. 


General Wheaton de'termined to pun- 


ish the natives, and at daybreak his 
brigade started in the following order: 
The Sixth artillery, holding the ex- 
treme right; the Oregon volunteers 
heading the'center; the Washington 
regiment keeping to the edge of the 
lake, and the Twenty-second 'regulars 
occupying the right of the line, which 
swept the whole country along the 
lake, in a southeasterly direction, to- 


, ward General Ovenshine's position. 


The line, thus extended over two miles 
of country, rough and covered with 
thick jungle, advanced 11 miles. The 
enemy fled. At scarcely any time did 
the Americans get within 1,200 yards

The policeman immediately notified 


headquarters, who ordered 20 reserves 
to the scene of trouble. The crowd had 
prepared-for their arrival. They open- 
ed with a revolver fire upon the police, 
•which the latter returned, the shoot- 
ing being kept up until the ammuni- 
tion Trta 'exhausted. Many women 
.•were wounded. 


; American troops were called to the 
scene when the trouble was over and 
numerous arrests followed.

Captain Estampes, who is well known 
in Cuban military circles, is so" badly 
injured that he will not recover. Six 
others were probably fatally hurt 


The crowd was apparently well arm- 


ed, and this fact, together with the res- 
olution with which they fought, seems 
to confirm the belief that the attacking 
party was mostly made up of Cuban 
officers, as ordinary civilians would 
have fled from the revolvers- of the 
.policemen.

Fifteen People Killed .Outright, Ten of 


Whom Were Member* of One Family, 
Over a Score More or Leg* Severely 
Maimed, aa<l a Vast Tract of Country 
Laid Waste. 
Birmingham, Ala., March 20.—De- 


tails of the terrible havoc wrought by 
the savage cyclone, which passed over 
this section, shortly after midnight, are 
slowly coming in. 
Loss to life and 


property is very great. 


The following is a list of the dead 


so far as known: 
Louis Coffee, 55, 


tax assessor of Cleburne county, and 
the following members of his family: 
Mrs. Coffee, 46; Leila, 22; James,. 20; 
Lulu, 18; Jacob, 13; Deveroe, S; Dollie, 
10; Grover, 6; John, 4. Unknown 
woman near Hofliu. Over a scorp were 
injured. 


The path o! the storm was about 200 


yards wide and it traversed the coun- 
try for 12 miles, beginning 
in 
the 


northern part of Cleburn county near 
Iron City and moved southward. Those 
who saw it say that there was an im- 
mense funnel shaped cloud and that 
it bounded along like a rubber ball, 
rising at intervals and leaping for sev- 
eral hundred yards without doing any 
damage. 
Then when it descended it 


would pick up houses and crush them 
to pieces, uproot trees or twist them 
ofi even with the ground and sweep 
all before it. 


Louis 
Coffee's residence, a strong 


double log house situated on a little 
hill, was in the path of the storm. 
It 


was blown away and the timbers scat- 
tered for a mile. Ten of its occupants 
were instantly killed. Except the body 
of the baby, which was found under 
the ruins of the chimney, the corpses 
of the victims were carried half a mile 
and nine of them were found heaped 
together. Every body had been stripped 
of 
its 
clothing. One was 
twisted 


around a stump and two others were 
headless. 


In the same neighborhood the resi- 


dences of J. W. "Wilder, J. H. Carson, 
Andrew Stiepan and Ben Stansell were 
wrecked and all their occupants in- 
ured. 
Near Heflin, a white woman 


whose name cannot be learned, was 
tilled, and five persons in the same 
'amily hurt. It is estimated that about 
iO buildings were destroyed, between 
20 and 25 persons were injured and 
over a score of farms.devastated. ' 


The storm lost its force just south 


of Heflin, near which place a dozen 
)uildings were wrecked. The path of 
;he cyclone presents a terrible scene 
of havoc. Timbers of wrecked houses 
are scattered in every direction. Some 
were carried high into . the air and 
others were driven 
deep 
into 
the 


ground or through trees. 
Many head 


of cattle were killed. One dead cow 
was found 
with a shingle 
driven 


;hrough her back. 


There were many marvelous escapes. 


J. H. Casoii and his wife were blown 
:hrough a window as their house was 
falling^ arid after the storm 
found 


themselves in a field 100 yards away, 
both badly hurt. 
The funeral of the 


Coffee family was largely attended. 
Ten bodies, some of them mangled be- 
yond recognition, were buried in one 
grave. 


There were 11 houses blown down on 


Walker McCathern's farm, six miles 
from Waynesboro. One house near 
town was completely demolished, while 
it was occupied by eight negroes, hut 
they all escaped uninjured. 


l>am>ve Untold. 


Huntsville, Ala., March 20.—The tor- 


nado which struck the northern part of 
Madison county did a great' deal of 
damage to houses and farm property. 
The damage in the extreme southern 
part of Tennessee cannot be estimated. 
Passengers who arrived on a train 
from the north reported that people 
were coming into the railway stations 
in quest of physicians to attend the 
injured.
